in spite of its apparent pro - feminist stance, AB 
546 is an attempt by lawmakers to get feminists off 
their backs rather than soiving a centuries - oid 
problem 

The bill, which was passed into law this week by 
Gov. Brown and authored by Asserviyman Floyd 
Mori, D - Pleasanton. states that spousal rape is now 
illegal in California, changing an ancient notion that 
rape does not apply within the confines of marriage 

More claims the law “Is needed to address tne ex 
1 Cases which must be brought to justice But 
even more than that, itis astatement by Californians 
that we wili not tolerate violence in the home 

The law also provides that husbands can charge 
their wives with rape within 30 days of the assault 
but even Mori admits that he expects few such 
charges 

lhe case of the Oregon couple, Jonn and Greta 
Rideout was widely publicized last year, in which 
Greta charged her husband with rape The case was 
treated somewhat as a joke by the media, who 
figured since the couple was reunited 
Rideout was not serious about the charge Th 
couple was finally divorced after Jonn Rideout sup 
posediy raped his wife a second time after his ac 
quittal in the first case 

Currently, rape is punishable by a mandatory 
prison sentence of three or eight years

Also, a person convicted of spousal rape would 
not have to register as a sex offender with authorities 
after reiease 

Such a law is too long in coming to this state 
California, until this past week, was one of only 15 
states that denied wives protectic gainst rape by 
their husbands. according to Mori 

But why are the penalties not as stringent as 
those for otner rapists? Since “less severe cases’ of 
spousal rape wii! be granted probation periods. that 
leaves the accused rapist free to rape again Isnta 
rape by one s spouse just as horrifying and therefore 
legitimately punishable as any other? 

Under the new law, rape in marriage is defined as 
when accomplished under

wife beaters the option of esrather 
than serving a jail term.

Staying in sportsworld obscurity 


Last week Proposition A, which would have given 
private developers the right to build a privately 
financed $20 million sports stadium, was defeated 
by Sacramento voters 

‘We've achieved a victory We feel this shows a 
very informed electorate in Sacramento and an elec 
torate which would not succumb to money trying to 
pull wool over its eyes,” said one member of People 
Opposing the Proposed Site 

How long must Sacramento remain obscured in 
its own self - identity? What Sacramento needs is 
what every other city with a surrounding population 
of 745,000 has, a place to hold significant nts —a 
stadium which will not only attract big name 
concerts and special event promoters, but could 
also attract a professional sports franchise 

After ali, face it, Sacramento isn't exactly the 
social capital of California As a matter of fact. itisn’t 
even the social capital of the San Joaquin Valley 

A city of this size without at least a minor league 
baseball franchise is like an ice cream cone without 








Dropping math almost impossible 


Tried dropping a class lately? Specifically a math 
Class after the first two weeks of the semester? 
Perhaps you should become aware of the 
monumental difficulty involved 

The problem lies with the University’s drop 
policy. That policy, according to Assistant Registrar 
Chuck Hines, allows students to freely drop classes 
during the first two weeks of the semester After the 
second week and unti! the final three weeks of the 
semester, drops are allowed only for “serious and 
compelling” reasons 

Serious and compelling,” Hines said, “is a 
Chancellor's Office term that the trustees decline to 
define for any of the campuses in the system. Itis up 
to each individual department to determine what is 
serious and compelling However, it is thought that 
such things as medical reasons, change in em 
playment and transportation probiems would 
qualify,” he said. But according to several desperate 
math students that is not the math department's 
interpretation of “serious and compelling ' 

The math department's version is explicitly stated 
in a pink sheet handed out to students applying for 
Classes. it begins by offering a simple staternent of 
principies to guide students through the semester 
They are 

In registering for a class, the student makes a 
definite commitment to attend and cumpiete the 


course 
In >ourse, the University and the 
departmer k definite commitment to provide 


through instr ym, the opportunity to learn 


Immediately following this statement of prin- 
ciples is the department's interpretation of the 
schcol’sdrop policy. That is, the only circumstances 
under which a drop request will be approved after

Still in Vietnam 

it (the letter) nad my brother's 
and my father’s names, but really 
we dont believe it (came from 
them) My family never asked for 
money 

A second letter, dated May 10 
asked for another $2,000 Then, a 
telegram sent June 11 from Nho 
Thi's father, Nguyen Van Ngo 
asked for $1,000 and gave a 
telephone number in Virginia to 
call to make arrangements for sen- 
ding the money back to Vietnam 

Parkman said that at this point 
he calied the Office of Special 
investigation and the Federal 
Bureau of investigation because 
he felt he and his wife were being 
extorted 

OS! monitored the telephone 
cail to Virginia. “The man at that 
number sounded like a salesman 
trying to sell me somenhting it's 
gotta be phony,” Parkman said 

| feei they're trying to extort 
money from Vietnamese 
American couples.’ Parkman ex- 
pressed “We feit that, since this 
child is half American and haif 
Vietnamese, they are more or less 
using her as a pawn to get this 
money 

| could have sent the money 
But in six months, they would have 
been asking for more money | felt 
it was blackmail. The FBi said it 
was a form of the barter system 

Parkman said that he has been 
writing “just about everybody” in 
an attempt to get his stepdaughter 
out of Vietnam. He began by writ- 


ing letters to Senator Edward 
Kennedy, D Mass. then to 
President Carter, Dick Clark and 
Cyrus Vance at the State 


Department. The Blakes have had 
litte response from anyone they 
have written, Parkman said, except 
Congressman Robert Matsui, D 
California 

A telegram writien in viet- 
namese, bearing a Ho Chi Minh 
Village postmark and dated Aug 6, 
said that Noh Thi Blake's brother 
father, mother and daughter “have 
gone to the camp. Nobody thereto 
accept the mail.”

Meanwhile, the Psychology 
Department, which granted 10 MA 
degrees last spring, Chair Jack 
Brackmann says, “We have been 
surprisingly successful at getting 
our MAs into top - notch PhD 
programs, for Stanford on the 
West, to Harvard on the East 

“We used to have a lot of people 
go into the State Personne! 
Board,” before the state hiring 
freeze, Brackmann says Now he 
says many psychology MAs are 
working as high schoo! counselors 
or as state - licensed mar 
riage/family counselors 

Because many psychology 
grad students work, Brackmann 
says, “we hold a lot of our classes 
at night 


He wishes he had more up - to 
date statistics on his graduates but 
Says, ‘we can't afford to do surveys 
of grads anymore " 

Someone who can afford to do 
surveys of grads is Nancy Fassio 
academic affairs researcher forthe 
University 

Fassio sent job questionnaires 
to 1,762 June 1978 CSUS BA 
grads. Forty - one percent, 720 
grads, responded to the survey 

Out of 153 business ad- 
ministration graduates res 
ponding, 84.3 percent were em- 
ployed full - time three months 
after graduation. Ninety two 
percent of the nursing students 
were employed full time, art. 50 
percent. English. 666 percent 
home economics, 70 percent 
liberal studies, 692 percent 
psychology, 611 percent and 
recreation, 73.3 percent 


What percentage of these 
people were in jobs directly related 
to their majors? Business, 56 2 
percent; nursing, 100 percent, art 
40 percent, English, 8.3 percent 
home economics, 30 percent. 
liberal studies, 461 percent 
psychology, 22.2 percent, and 
Recreation, 26 6 percent 

University Relations Director 
Chuck McFadden, who has a BA in 
Political Science, sums up the 
current situation at CSUS: “The 
trend here is definitely to bottom 
line majors, not to sociology or 
psychology *
